Reasons of Allowance 

The Status of Claims 
Claims 1-21,23,56-60 are pending. 
Claims 1-21,23,56-60 are allowable. 

Regarding the withdrawn claims 56-58 previously, the examiner has decided to rejoin the 
claims 56-58 to the elected Group I since applicants have addressed the issue of the original 
claims 56-58 that were not considered to be part of any group in the restriction requirement 
mailed August 23,2007. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The rejection of Claims 1-7, 9-21, and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Collins et al (US 2004/0072868) has been withdrawn due to the 
applicants' convincing argument about the date of the prior art.

• The rejection of Claims 1-7, 9- 21, and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Collins et al (J. Med. Chem. 2002, 45, 1963-1966) has been withdrawn 
due to the applicants' convincing argument about the date of the prior art.
